By Dave Segal 


dsegal@staradvertiser.com 


nited Airlines took a 

trip down memory 

lane Tuesday when 

it touched down in 

Honolulu on its final 
Boeing 747 passenger flight to 
mark the end of an era. 

In a re-creation of its first-ever 
747 flight from San Francisco to 
Honolulu 47 years ago, United 
repeated the route with about 
300 passengers on board — 
many of them aviation buffs — 
who wanted to be part of 
history. 

United is retiring the 374-seat 
aircraft because the four-engine 
plane has been overtaken by the 
development of new-generation, 
two-engine aircraft that provide 
high capacity and better fuel effi- 
ciency. 

But that doesn’t mean there 
wasn’t a soft spot Tuesday for 
the wide-body aircraft that revo- 
lutionized air travel nearly a 
half-century ago.

Attack 
warning 
siren tests 
will begin 
next month

The North Korean nuclear 
threat will soon enter Hawaii 
living rooms a little more 
forcefully as the state adds 
an “attack warning” waver- 
ing-tone siren to its monthly 
“attention alert” tests for 
hurricanes, tsunamis and 
earthquakes. 

At 11:45 a.m. Dec. 1, 
during regular siren tests on 
the first business day of 
each month, 50 seconds of 
the steady-tone alert will be 
followed by a pause and 
then 50 seconds of the 
attack warning tone, said 
Hawaii Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency Executive 
Officer Toby Clairmont. 

Clairmont said the last 
time Hawaii residents heard 
the attack warning siren test 
was around 1980 during the 
Cold War. The siren, if used 
as an actual warning, would 
signal the need to immedi- 
ately seek shelter.
